Took Onth ln Senate.
j\ot slnce Androw Jackaon's flrst. In-

auguratlon, ln 1833, had a President
takon tho oatli in the Senate. At his
flrst Inauguration Jackson hud protest-
ed agulnal an Indoor ceremony, when
so many of nls Cellow-cltlzens were

gathered dutalde tho Capltol. So. foi-
luv.cd by all the dlatlngulshed cotn-

pany whlch had assembled lu the hall
of tlie Senate, he proceedod to tho
jiortico of the east front, and there

ri'an wte innotinced at tha main floor
of the Senate chamber oppoilte the
prcsldliifl olli.-.-r'.- deid<. Ihe audllorlutn
of the upper brnncli of Congreaa held
what *n* probably its most brlliiant
asacmblngo nf dlRiiltarlPs of Stato und
nntlon, and rlchiy unlformed nmbaa-
sadoi-s, mlnlr.tcis and npecln.1 rcprc-
aentatlvea from pructlcally overy
country of tho clvillzed world.

Entera Senntc Chnmbrr.
Tlie President nnd Mr. Taft wnlked

alde hy slde down Iho alsleway to
chnlrs placed Imtnedlittcly ln front ot
tlio clerh's daaki nnd sat facing the
fllitlnguUhad ailfltence. Every one In
the great osj-emblHge roso nnd re-
mnlnfd standlng iinlll Mr. Taft and
Mr. Vloosevt-II had been seatert. On
tlu floor of tho chamber to the rlght
niui left of lhe centre ulslo wuro

rnnged tho mertlhera of the dlplomatlo
corps, the hlnvk-gowned Justlcrs of
the feupremo Court, the rnembora ol
ihe House nnd rienate, the admlral of
the navy. tho chiwf of staff of the
iirmy, and scores Of other oflicl.als nnd
dlHtlrigulahed vi.sitora. An cntlre aec-
tlon of the galiery to tho left of tho
presldlng otheer'e desk had been re-
served for Mr*, Taft and the other
innmhers of the new Freeidcnt's fam-
lly. Membcrs of Mr. Rherman's fain-
liy also liad n Bpnee set apart for
them.
The ccremonles of the innugurnl

formalfy wore begttn when Vlce-1'resl-

lent Fairbatiks, ln a farewell addross,
Vhlch called out for him a apuntaiieous
inbuto of applause and cheerlng. de-
;lared tbe Sixtleth Congrcss at an

snd. Turning then to Mr. Sherman,
ivho had been escorted to a place be-
;lde hlm, he admlnisterod to his suc-

:essor the solemn oath of ofllce and
turned over to hlm the gavel of the
Senate. Prevloualy a resolutlon of
thanks to Mr. Fairbatiks had been
iiiianlmously carrled. Mr. Shermaii, ln
rapplng the Senate to order In special
session of tho Sixty-first C'ongress,
made a brlcf address, and then ful-
lowed the swearing in of many new
Scnatory.

Oath Ia AdmlnlMrrod.

Thls ceremony completed, and wlth-
out further ceremony of any sort,
Vlce-Presldent Sherman annoupced:
"The chief justlco will now admin-

if-t'-r tho oath of office to the Presi-
deiu-elee.t."
The sucldon announcement came as

a surprlae, and a hush fcll.
Mr. Taft rose, took tlie iirm of Sen¬

ator Knox and walked to a positloii
in the rear of tho presiding ofllcer's
desk. He was followed by Mr. Chlel
Justlce Fuller, wlio was offlciatlng i'ot
the fifth and probably last Llm* al
thls historlc quudrcnnial ceremony.
Mr. Taft took up a position faclng

tho members of his family grouped li
tho gallery. The chief Justlce begar
tho administratlon of the oath in i

low tone. Ab ho pauaed at the end o:

each phrase Mr. Taft caught up hli
words and repeated them in a alow
dlstinct volco which carrled impres
sively to tlie farthost reajjlies of tlu
chamber. "When he at last_ad klsset
lhe Blble thero was an outbnrst o

applause, a grasp of the hand by tlu
chief justlce, and Presldent Taft be
gan immodiately tho cnunciatlon o

some of the lmmedlate pollcles of hi
administratlon in an Inaugural ad
dress. He read from typewrtttei
manuscrlpt, but his familiarity wlt:
the text enabled hlm to brlng em

phasis to the polnts he wlshed mos
Lo impress.
Mr. Taft won applause from thi

gallerles at the very outset by an

nounclng his adherence to the R.oose
velt pollcles aml of his intention t
carry them out by moans of furthe
legislation whlch would also have fo
ita purpose the freelns from alarm o

thoso pursulng proper and business
llko mothods.

Address Is Applaudcd.
Tho gallerles wore not alons ii

appluuding The atald members o
the Senato constantly interrupte
with applause whllo the representa
tives of tho House were even mor
demonstrativo in expressing thelr ai:
proval. The diplomats llstened in
tently to Mr. Taft's outllne of a foi
olgn pollcy, and lils frankness ln dea
ing with the varlous subjects toucl
ed upon Iu his address won much i

Oommer.aa.tion. Tho naw Presldent
expresslon of frlendshlp for the Soul
and his agalti-asaerted bellef that tl
ao-eailed negro problem waa ln fa
way of proper settlement, nroused
storm of applause and cheerlng.
When Mr. Taft had concluded, M

Roosevelt immedlateiy made his we

to the rostnim. Presldent Taft' ai
vanced to greet hlm. The txvo shoc
hands wartnly and with left hands c

each other's shoulders they convorai
earnestly and onthuaiastlcally for
few niomenta. Burlng tho leavetaklr
every one ln tlie Senate chamber sto<
siill und looked on with keenest 1'
teiest at the unusual pieture. Al la
the friends parted nnd Mr. Roosevc
darted out of one of the slde doo
leadlng into tho Senate lobby.

He was asked many
techntcal questions by tbe State. which
attemptcd to break down his prevloua
testimony, and apparently wislted lo
show that Carmack mlght havo llved
long enougli to slioot twice after Robln
had sltot hlm.

S. J. Benning, who olalmed he saw
Carmack twlrl the cyltnder of his

(revolver just before the shootlng, was
recalled for croas-examination. Sev¬
eral other wltnesses were questloned,
but llttio whlch was new devoloped.
Charles I-Iayden, a detense wltness,

was recalled and testifted tliat no one

called Colonel Cooper to the telephone
just before tlie shootlng. This con-
troverts itnportant testimony by Gen¬
eral Tully Browrj tliat hc fBrownl
telephoned Cooper to talk to Governor
Pattcrson.
